only 330 gallons 
a minute 


Members of Arlington Heights 
village board are holding a spec­ 
ial meeting as this paper goes to 
press to receive recommendations 
water sur­ 
vey officials regarding the next 
step in securing an adequate water 
supply. 
The pump test of the new well 
at 1,550 feet showed a capacity 
of about 330 gallons a minute, al­ 
though that figure dropped con­ 
siderably after pumping had pro­ 
gressed for some time. 
The water is excellent to drink, 
say those who have tasted it. The 
results of the analysis have not 
yet been announced. It is thought 
by many that no attempt should 
be made to increase the depth as 
there is danger of sulphur. Pres­ 
ent water appears 
to be much 
softer than the other wells that 
now’ supply the village.

Coroner's jury 
exonerates driver

Charles Emmett, of Arlington 
Heights, was declared blameless in 
the death of Agnes V. Ackley, 76 
years old, by a coroner’s jury.

Ackley died Saturday from bron­ 
chial pneumonia, complication of 
injuries sustained when she was 
struck by Emmett’s car .at the 
corner of Miner st. and Douglas 
ave., in Arlington Heights, October 
ll.

Measure­ 
ments of tire skid marks proved to 
the jury that the automobile had 
not been driven at excessive speed. 
The place of the accident was also 
poorly illuminated, it wras brought 
out in the testimony during the 
inquest.

The coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of accidental death Mon­ 
day morning at Lauterburg & Oeh- 
ler chapel.

emerging from the pump house. 
He hardly had time to get to the 
ground and give the alarm to his 
children who were in the barn at 
the time, before the north end of 
the structure was a mass of flames. 
A south wind held the fire in 
check for a time, but w’hen the 
hay was reached and a barrel of 
fuel oil burst, it was a very hot 
place. 
The Hartman’s have no phone, 
but a neighbor called the Mt. Pros­ 
pect department, w’hich made a 
quick run of five miles to the 
place. 
Volunteers# were attempt­ 
ing to save the house by pouring 
pails of water on its side. As the 
fire equipment arrived an oil tank 
burst and the volunteers were 
driven from the house, but a fire 
hose was soon spraying the house. 
Three minutes later w’ould have 
been too late. 
Water from a cistern w’as aug­ 
mented by truck loads of wrater 
brought in milk cans by the neigh­ 
bors. All farm buildings, except the 
home, were destroyed.

to debate oa 
U. S. policies 
Vice-presidential 
candidate ol 1940 
on Nov. 27 program 


“Can an isolated America survive 
in a hostile w’orld?” 
This is the 
basic question in the dispute over 
American policy today. It will be 
the topic for debate at the next 
Community Forum meeting, Thurs­ 
day, November 27. In that discus­ 
sion, Prof. P. Douglas, represent­ 
ing 
the 
Committee 
to 
Defend 
America, will face 
Dr. 
Maynard 
Krueger of the “Keep America Out 
of War Congress. 
Both are noted 
students of economics and both 
are veteran political campaigners. 
Will a Nazi victory mean the 
almost complete loss of America’s 
foreign trade ? If so, will that pro­ 
duce another great depression? 
Does such a result mean ultimate 
American fascism? Or does total 
defense itself mean ultimate fas­ 
cism ? These are the questions 
which underlie the debate on iso­ 
lation. 
Prof. Douglas and Dr. Krueger 
have clashed frequently on such 
issues. 
Dr. Krueger was a candi­ 
date for the vice-presidency of the 
United States 
in 1940 
on the 
strongly isolationist Socialist plat­ 
form 
with 
Norman 
Thomas 
as 
his 
running 
mate. 
Prof. 
Douglas is at present engaged in 
a speaking tour of downstate Illi­ 
nois where he is giving vigorous 
support to the government’s for­ 
eign policy. 
The people served by the North­ 
west Suburban Community Forum 
will have an opportunity to hear 
two outstanding speakers in the 
current great national debate.

The course will open in Chicago 
Nov. 17 and in Evanston Nov. 18.

However, there are 
only five months before the taxes 
are payable so 
monthly savings 
must be better than doubled over 
the monthly amount shown in the 
tables.

Three towns 
miss gambling 
notoriety 


Officials of Mt. Prospect, Arling­ 
ton Heights and Palatine are feel­ 
ing rather jubilant because their 
skirts are clear from the latest slot 
machine scandal. 
The names of 
these municipalities have not been 
published by a Chicago newspaper 
which is conducting its own expose 
of gambling graft in Cook county. 
Slot machines are non-existent in 
these towns 
“It is true,” 
says 
Mayor Goedke, 
“that there is 
no easy money floating around for 
the purchase of police cars and fire 
equipment, but it is a nice feeling 
to be able to sit back in an easy 
chair and know that the states at­ 
torney and income tax officials will 
not come around 
asking where, 
when and what did you do with 
the graft that was paid to you 
by the underworld for protection of 
gambling.” 
“I would rather leave my job 
as mayor with Only what money I 
can make as a plumber than buy 
expensive automobiles with graft 
offered to me,” 
continued Mr. 
Goedke. 
Mayor Garland, of Des Plaines, 
was very much incensed because 
his town was named among the 
others. 
Garland pointed out that 
the gambling places alleged to be 
in his town are located outside of 
his jurisdiction. 
Fat and juicy payments are re­ 
ported to have been made to some­ 
body in Niles, Glenview, Morton 
Grove and other towns where slot 
machines are allowed to flourish. 


Judicial election 
next Tuesday 
A judicial election 
for Cook 
county occurs next Tuesday when 
a full corps of election officials and 
polling places will be ready to re­ 
ceive the votes of the electors, 
the great majority of whom are 
not aware that there is an elec­ 
tion and care less.- 
There are 22 circuit court judges 
to be elected and there are two 
tickets in the field, Democratic and 
Republican. 
The so-caled Demo­ 
cratic ticket is in reality a coali­ 
tion ticket with the names of sev­ 
en sitting Republican judges 
in­ 
cluded thereon. 
The Republican ticket, which has 
the endorsement of Gov. Green, 
includes only Republicans. The Re­ 
publican Central committee has is­ 
sued the customary “smash boss 
rule of the Kelly-Nash machine.” 
The rank and file of the Republi­ 
can party in the northwest su­ 
burbs have not organized for the 
campaign and the vote is certain to 
be only a fraction of the usual 
poll. 
Polling places are the same as 
in regular county elections. Wheel­ 
ing township is divided in 13 pre­ 
cincts; Palatine into five and Elk 
Grove into three. 
In Mt. Prospect, those who cus­ 
tomarily vote in the depot will 
vote in the real estate office of I.

was so peaceful; so quiet. I knew 
the older boys were safe in school 
and Edward w’as at home taking 
a nap. One of my new neighbors 
was kind enough to come in and 
Bit w'hile he slumbered. 
Driving the car is one form of 
relaxation for me, and yesterday 
I was glad to be well and able 
to be out enjoying the Fall color­ 
ings. 
As so often happens, when I 
am feeling particularly satisfied 
with the w'ojrld in which I live, dark 
thoughts crept in and took over, 
in spite of my wishing otherwise. 
I W’as confronted with, “how* is it 
th a t I can enjoy all this beauty, 
peace and contentment around me, 
When I very w'ell know' th a t mil­ 
lions of people are suffering else­ 
w here?” 
Most of us take a disconsolate 
view of this sad w'orld of today. 
W^e weep and groan about condi­ 
tions, over which we say we have 
no control. We become more dis­ 
couraged and hopeless as the days 
go on. We say w hat’s the use of 
giving our children the education 
and adv^antages th at our parents 
gave us, w’hen the existence they 
know, will in all probability, be 
intolerable to them ? Instead of 
seeing continued progress, we see 
only a revival of savagery.

yourself th at the world is w hat we 
make it, and that to the making of 
it each one of us can contribute 
something.’’

I reached my 
friends for lunch, I w'as back in 
a happy fram e of mind. I enjoyed 
being w'ith them. I loved looking 
a t the beautiful things in the shop, 
though I couldn’t afford to buy one 
of them.

Sixteen counties in Illinois have 
decided to make county school sur­ 
veys, according to the information 
received today by Allen D. Manvel, 
director of research for the Illinois 
Agricultural 
Association. 
There 
are ll counties that have not yet 
reported on whether or not surveys 
will be made. 
Counties planning to make sur­ 
veys, as provided in the recently 
enacted state law, are Cook, Bu­ 
reau, Champaign, Coles, DuPage, 
Ford, Hamilton, Kane, Lake, La­ 
Salle, McHenry, Perry, Piatt, Pu­ 
laski, Schuyler and Union. 
According to the provisions of 
the state law’, if a majority of the 
school board members in the coun­ 
ty favor a survey, they may set up 
a committee of five members, three 
chosen by rural school 
directors ] 
and two by board members of ur- J 
ban school districts. This commit­ 
tee, when appointed, will gather.1 


information on present school or­ 
ganization problems within the 
county and submit a preliminary 
report by December I, 1942, and 
a final report and recommenda­ 
tions early in 1943. The final re­ 
port will be submitted to the coun­ 
ty superintendent of schools and 
state superintendent of public in­ 
struction. 
Manvel stressed the fact that the 
survey committees w’ill have only 
recommendatory pow’ers, and that 
not more than $750 may be used 
in any one county for the survey 
from the state appropriation.

Judge Rudolph F. Desort, forty- 
four years of age, completing eleven 
years on the Superior Court bench 
and youngest man ever to ascend 
that bench when he was elected in 
1930. 


He finished the common schools 
of Chicago, graduated from Har­ 
rison Technical High School and at­ 
tended Northwestern and De Paul 
Universities. 
He was admitted to 
the bar in 1921. He served with the 
armed forces during the first World 
War, completing his education after 
his return from the service. 


It was his training as Assistant 
Probate Judge, under Judge Henry 
Horner from 1926 to 1930, that gave 
him the finishing touches on his way 
to higher honors. 
He sponsored a 
number of social reform measures, 
several of which have become law. 
Of these one was the law requiring 
three days' notice of intention to 
marry, passed by the Legislature in 
1937. 
The purpose of this law was 
to outlaw the so-called gin and run­ 
aw ay marriages. Judge Desort's ex­ 
perience as a jurist in the divorce 
court convinced him that the above

ended in a divorce.

Dear Lucile: 
Whoever thought I’d be w riting 
letters to W heeling from way out 
here in W yoming. A person never 
can tell w hat’s going to happen 
next. 
F ort Francis E. W arren is lo­ 
cated about a mile from Chey­ 
enne, W yo., and it is about 8,000* - 
10,000 feet above sea level. 
It is 
located out iii the open plains com­ 
pletely 
surrounded 
by 
buffalo 
grass. 
The only trees I have seen 
are a few small scrubs which they 
are trying to grow here at camp. 
The soil is a m ixture of sand 
and clay. 
I don’t see how any­ 
thing could grow in it. 
I can see 
the Rockies off in the distance from 
my barracks window. 
I intned 
to take an excursion some week­ 
end up into the m ountains. I hear 
the rates are quite reasonable. 
Jhe camp 
is divided into two 
parts, an old and a new section. 
I’m 
located in the new section, 
which has only been open for about 
four months. 
The 
churches of 
which there are a num ber are not 
as yet completed. 
There are nu­ 
m erous canteens in which you can 
purchase anything from beer to 
hair cuts. 
For am usem ent they 
have recreation buildings in whicn 
shows are put on, ping-pong is 
played and where a person can 
listen to the radio. 
They have a couple of theatres 
l& pre sopie of Qie Jgtqs,t. movies 
are shown. 
The only thing wrong 
with the theatre is the seats. 
S it­ 
ting 2 hours on those hard wooden 
seats is m isery unless the show is 
exceptionally good. 
Best of all is the Service club, 
the place in which I am w riting this 
letter. 
Among its m any facili­ 
ties, there is a cafeteria and soda 
fountain, a well equipped library, 
plenty of tables to play gam es and 
write letters, a music room w ith a 
coed assortm ent of records and a 
dance floor. 
Right now the build­ 
ing is packed and everyone is hav­ 
ing a good time. 
They have a guest house where 
visitors can stay for 50 cents per 
night. 
There seem to be quite a 
few narents visiting all the tim e. 
J thought I was finished w ith 
school when I graduated from col­ 
lege but 
I find I was w rong as I 
sta rt attending the adm inistration 
school Monday. For the next th ir­ 
teen weeks FII drill % dav and go 
to school the oth er half. If I pass 
the course I ’ll end up a general 
clerk, chief 
clerk or secretary. 
When I am then stationed perm an­ 
ently my job will be in the office 
m d no more drilling. 
At present my schedule is some­

5:00 or 5:30, wake up, mop and 
clean up barracks. 
5:45 or 6:00, reveille.

We had inspection Saturday. Our 
barracks .as a whole, our rifles and 
foot lockers are inspected.

Farmers justified 
in crop expansion

“At the present time the demand 
appears to be rather heavy for 
some of the things that Cook coun- 
y tanners produce. While operat- 
Lngj CCi ts are £ °in& UP» raw farm 
products are selling up and this 
ara the next year or two is ap­ 
parently the time when farmers 
may profitably produce as heavy 
a^ they can without the addition 
of capital equipment,” states Farm 
Adviser C. A. Hughes. 
. 
Apparently this war is follow­ 
ing a similar pattern to the last 
war. 
In this case the price of 
raw products advance a little more 
ravidly 
than 
finished 
consumer 
g^ods. 
Wages go up considerably 
more rapidly than all other prices. 
During that period the producer of 
raw products has a price advant­ 
age. 
When prices break, and this 
appears to us to be inevitable, raw' 
commodities go dow’r* the most ra­ 
pidly. 
F inished 
consumer 
goods 
come down slowest. 
Wages come 
dawn a little slower. 
Facing this 
situation we wrould suggest that 
farmers study the demand market 
growing out o f the past unhappy 
condition of the world and make 
the best of it for themselves. 
Milk expansion justified 
“We believe that due to the rela­ 
tively favorable price of milk and 
the large quantities of milk pro­ 
ducts that are being exported that 
iarmers can push their herds to 
the very limit. 
We seriously ques­ 
tion whether a farmer w’ould be 
justified in a building expansion, 
or a large addition to his herd 
The prices of meat animals, which 
governs the price of old dairy cows, 
is apparently at the peak in the 
bee! cattle cycle. 
We may expect 
in the next two or three years to 
see relatively lower prices for beef 
stock. 
Therefore, any culling from 
herds might be do'ne at this time. 
At the same time any addition 
to herds will come in at a time 
when dairy cow prices are high and 
culling will probably be done from 
this same stock on the down mar­ 
ket. 
It would appear that about 
the best bet for the dairyman is 
to do a better job of feeding and 
caring for his herd than he has 
done up until this time. We propo'se 
to hold a few* dairy feeding schools 
a little later on in the season at 
which time we will discuss profit­ 
able expansion in the milk busi­ 
ness. 
bigg production may be expanded 
Apparently many dried eggs are 
being shipped out of the country. 
At this time of year, farmers are 
putting their flocks in the poultry 
house for winter production. A fewr 
things might be suggested to in­ 
crease and hold egg production this 
winter at a fairly high level. 
Perhaps one of the most import­ 
ant is to first cull out immature 
pullets and broken down hens. The 
average 
House 
is 
always 
over­ 
crowded in the fall of the year 
and this will make a little more 
floorspace. 
“Secondly, a good many houses 
at this time of year can be made 
more comfortable for winter 
by 
putting in a straw loft. 
Straw 
lofts give their best results when 
there is a ventilator at the top 
and the ventilation moves up thru 
the straw and out from the top. 
“ Also, the average flock is usual­ 
ly infested with lice and the roosts 
have plenty of mites. 
This is the 
time of the year to treat your hens 
and roosts for lice and mites. Any 
drug store will handle the neces­ 
sary material along with the Lake- 
Cook Farm Supply Company which 
has a good supply of poultry equip­ 
ment. 
“Perhaps the next thing to co rec t 
in the average heuse is adequate 
feeder space. 
The poultry flock 
needs feeder space so most of the 
hens can eat at one time. 
When 
there is crowding around the hop­ 
per some of the more timid pul­ 
lets are pushed back and they go 
through the winter half starved. 
“Needless 
to 
say, the 
feeder 
must be kept supplied with a well 
balanced ration.

Application of price control leg­ 
islation only to those commodities 
in which demand greatly exceeds 
supply is advocated as an infla­ 
tionary curb by Earl C. Smith, 
president of the Illinois Agricul­ 
tural Association, in the current 
issue of the I.A.A. Record, official 
monthly publication of the Asso­ 
ciation. 
“Many 
are urging 
legislation 
that would freeze the price lev­ 
els of ail commodities both indus­ 
trial and agricultural, as of a cer­ 
tain date,” President Smith said. 
“Were this done, all flexibility 
in the economic life of the coun­ 
try would be destroyed. 
The in­ 
equities 
and 
injustices 
between 
commodity prices as of that date 
would be definitely fixed.” 
However, by limiting price fix­ 
ing to commodities in which de­ 
mand 
greatly 
exceeds 
supply, 
President Smith believes the law 
of supply and demand would be 
permitted to operate for all com­ 
modities which did not present a 
real 
inflationary 
problem, 
and, 
therefore leave a certain amount 
of flexibility in our economy. 
Any law providing for price con­ 
trol, Smith said, must give equal 
attention to wages of labor. 
If 
inflation is to be avoided it is es­ 
sential to have a fair balance be­ 
tween industrial and agricultural 
prices and the wages of labor, and 
to maintain general price levels on 
a basis fair to the consumers of 
the nation. 
“Any reasonable analysis of the 
current 
expansion 
in 
industrial 
production reveals that defense de­ 
mands greatly exceed the supply 
of many basic industrial mater­ 
ials,” Smith says. 
“In a degree this will become 
increasingly true of some of the 
products of agriculture. The situ­ 
ation calls for a reasonable and 
adaptable system to keep prices 
of many commodities from sky­ 
rocketing. 
Unless this is accom­ 
plished, 
the 
nation 
might 
be 
thrown into an inflationary spir­ 
al, that could only result in disas­ 
ter in the years ahead. 
“It is only natural that both in­ 
dustrial and agricultural produc­ 
ers look with favor upon reason­ 
able price increases for their com­ 
modities. 
But in considering this 
important question, we must not 
fail to recognize the wide differ­ 
ence between reasonable price in­ 
creases and runaway inflationary 
spiraling. Farmers have as much, 
if not more, at stake than any oth­ 
er group in our national economy, 
in maintaining reasonable stability 
of general price levels and a fair 
balance between the prices of in­ 
dustry and agriculture and the 
wages of labor. 
“Should we fail to meet this sit­ 
uation now it is entirely possible, 
if not probable, that in the early 
future many commodities will be 
available only to those with the 
greatest ability to purchase. Un-

of selling commodities in his own 
name, he becomes 
liable for the 
tax.” 


I 
The ordinary sale of farm pro­ 
ducts is not subject to the A m . 
Sales to elevators, milk companies, 
creameries, grain or seed housed, 
livestock dealers or packers, 
being sales at retail, would not 
subject the farmer to a tax. Also 
the law provides that: “The iso­ 
lated or occasional sale of tang­ 
ible personal property at retail by 
a person who does not hold him­ 
self out as engaging in the busi­ 
ness of selling such tangible per­ 
sonal property at retail, does not 
constitute engaging in such busi­ 
ness.” 
This means that a farmer who 
sells a piece of machinery, a cow, 
a bushel of potatoes or some seed 
com to a neighbor is not subject 
to the tax. However, if he makes 
a practice of selling breeding stock 
or seed, maintains a roadside mar­ 
ket for fruits, vegetables or melons 
or sells milk, meat or other pro­ 
duce to consumers in a nearby 
village or town, he is subject to 
the tax. 
Apparently there is an attem pt 
to make a strict application of Hie 
sales tax law. 
It is advisable 
therefore for any farmer who is 
uncertain about the application of 
the law to personal property being 
sold by him to present the facts 
to the Retailers’ Occupation Tax 
Division, Illinois State 
Depart­ 
ment of Finance, Springfield. 
The sales tax law is in the Illi­ 
nois Revised Statutes, Chapter, 120, 
sections 440-453.
